Atlanta's midtown “dust bow!” has started clearin 
with the beginning of paving operations all the way 
Peters Street to Mitchell Street on the West Bypass of the 


new Expressway system. 


And completion of this section of the West Bypass, from | 
Peters Street northward to North Avenue, is now in sight 


after months of delays that 
weeks behind schedule. 

For nearly a year now, the 
route, including part of old Davis 
Street, has been torn up with 


grading, excavation and moving 
operations. Complaints from resi- 


dents and businesses in the area’ 
have been numerous, loud and fre- 


quent. 

Business suffered, the com- 
plaints said, and stores and homes 
were constantiy covered with 
dust ‘or mud, depending on the 
weather. 

The paving of 10-foot concrete 
strips on each side of the street 
and concrete sidewalks, curb and 
gutter is nearly completed, and 
laying of rock and asphalt base 
in the center strip began this 
week. 


Murray Smith, State Highway 
said Friday that the 
Bypass should be completed at 
least by December, and J. C. Mc- 
Lane, construction superintendent, 
predicted completion by mid-No- 
vember. 

Smith said the contractor, M. J. 
Carroll, of Leesburg, Fila., was al-. 
lowed 200 working days to com- 
plete the job. By Aug. 31, how~+ 
ever, 239 working days had been 
consumed, Smith said, and he es- 
timated the job to be 57 days be- 
hind schedule as of Friday and 
still only 60 percent complete. 


Smith blanfed most of the de-| 
lay on interference by utilities in’ 
the way of the route—the removal | 
of power and telephone poles and. 
gas and water mains to new loca- 
tions. This was no fault of the 
contractor's, Smith said, and the 
utilities unavoidably got in each 


other's way in making the neces-| 


gary changes, 


The engineer described the orig- 
inal 200-day schedule as a “uto- 
al timetable impossible of 

ing carried out, and said he did 
not believe the contractor would 
be penalized for the excess days 
required to complete th job. 

Another factor that apparently 
siowed up the start of paving was 
a recent controversy over whether 
to use asphalt or concrete on the 
ob. <A six-week period elapsed 

tween the passage of a County 
Commission resolution calling for 
the use of concrete and the Com- 
mission's action rescinding that. 
resolution. 

Rainy days are not counted 
against the contractor's working 
time and Smith figures that if the 
weather is good the job should now 
move to swift completion.

Minutes of the County Commissioners’ 
meeting at which the sale was voted do 
pot indicate Mr. Boynton recommended 
acceptance of the offer. Some commis- 
gioners clair he did and want to change 
the minutes accordingly. 


We fai] to see that it makes any differ- 
ence. Commissioners who voted fof the 
gale knew competitive bids had not been 
asked. Mr. Boynton himself was candid 
enough to say he did not know the exact 
amount of timber involved. 


We feel a little sorry for Mr. Boynton. 
He is under tremendous pressure. 


The public is properly disturbed that 
adequate steps were not taker to protect 
its interest. It is obvious that a definite 
policy ought to be established to guide the 
County in future sales involving the public 
interest. Two of tHe five Commissioners 
do not think this has been done. 


The Federal and State governments have 
adopted a practice of cutting timber so as to 
provide a source of revenue for genera- 
tions—perhaps permanently. Only a cer- 
tain percentage of the timber is cut at pe- 
riodic intervals. The forests continue to 
thrive and timber is available for cutting 


A Scattergun 
Where a Rifle Is Needed 


Most people-—even Congressmen—will 
admit that the problem is to curb Com- 
munists and their sympathizers without 
unduly jeopardizing the liberties of pa- 
triotic Americans. 


By that standard it is obvious that the 
Communist Control Bill which the Con- 
ress overwhelmingly passed over the 
Bresident's veto is badly lacking. * 


Mr. Truman's objections to the bill were 
based on the advice of Federal agencies, 
including the FBI, which will be charged 
with its enforcement. The House hardly 
paused to hear the President’s long mes- 
sage. The Senate vote came after a pro- 
tracted filibuster—conducted, incidentally, 
by the very Senators who customarily heap 
scorn on Southern Senators for filibuster- 
,ing. But that is beside the point here. 


Instead of providing a rifle for cutting 
down real Communists and fellow-travel- 
ers—which is what is needed—the Con- 
gress-approved Act puts a scatter-gun into 
the hands of Federal bureaucrats. A great 
many innocent persons are apt to get hurt 
by pellets exploding all over the land- 
scape. 

The fegistration and reporting provi- 
sions are apt to bring the most trouble. As 
the President pninted out, real Commu- 
nists will use every delaying tactic avail- 
able while a great many patriots will be 
subjected to embarrassment and injustice. 


The law even demands that securitv be 
violated. It calls for a Federal Register of 
all defense establishments from which 
Communists would be barred. Thus the 
Communists are given a public catalogue 
of our most vital defense installations. 


As bad as the bill is, it could have been 
made acceptable with a few amendments. 
Perhaps Congress can be persuaded to 
accept such amendments when it recon- 
venes and before too much damage has 
been done.

Other lumbermen have protested the 
private sale of County timber. One indi- 
cated he had inquired but was told a sur- 
vey would he made before it was offered. 
Another dealer, after a preliminary check, 
said the timber County Commissioners sold 
for $30,500 was worth a great deal more. 

Zhe whole matter has been handled in 
a way that has invited suspicion. The pub- 
lic is not interested in the minutes of the 
Commission meeting. It is interested only 
in seeing that the taxpayers get full value 
for the timber—and that the Commision- 
ers somehow leatn how to keep minutes s0 
they do not have to be “revised” on the 
whim or refreshed recollection of members. 

Also, did anyone save the purchaser 
know the timber was for sale? That ques- 
tion has not been answered. 
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A New Index 


Of Georgia Progress 


Another index of Georgia’s progress in 
obtaining new industry is told in Depart- 
ment: of Commerce figures showing the 
State’s manufacturing pay roll has in- 
creased by more than $400,000,000—or 264 
per cent—in the “past 10 years. 

The dollar increase almost equals the 
State’s total farm income for last year. 


Along with other states of the South- 
east, Georgia’s pay roll growth exceeded 
that of the nation as a whole and was 
greater than that of New England as a 
region. 

More and more industry is the only 
answer to continued mechanization of ag- 
riculture which displaces farm workers 
and sends them to cities, usually to be- 
come unskilled workers or job seekers. 
We are just beginning to realize the prob- 
lems created by the economic revolution 
that is overtaking Georgia and the South. 


This latest index of our progress is 
gratifying. But much remains to be done.

Race Problem 
Holds Headlines 


While it was not filed against the State nor 
t in a State court, the Federal suit of a group of 
Atlanta Negroes against the Atlanta Board of 


Education was the hottest news in Georgia political circles last 


week. Governor Talmadge,* who told campaign audiences that 
“as long as I am your Governor, no Negroes will go to white 
schools,” immediately offered the full resources of the State 
administration to the city to defend segregated schools. The 
Governor previously had employed a special Assistant Attorney 
General to help Irwin County's Board of Education defend a 
Federal suit filed by Negroes. Talmadge regards the move against 
any political subdivision as a move against the State in this par- 
ticular test. 

The administration is keeping its eyes peeled for Negro action 
against the University System. Chancellor Harmon Caldwell told 
the Board of Regents that the test is sure to come, and he looks 
for it early. Some Negro leaders are openly discussing it. 

Rural political appointees of the Talmadge administration 
over at the capitol were obviously tickled at the suit. filed in 
Atlanta. With an “I told you so” smirk, they said it would serve 
“Atlanta do-gooders right to have to send their children to school 
with Negroes.” Governor Talmadge, himself. engaged in a bit 
of this demagoguery by denouncing the “Northern-owned press.” 


Papers Opposed Georgia newspapers, including The At- 

lanta Constitution and The Atlanta Jour- 
nal, deplored the suit as “ill-advised” and said it would do more 
harm than good for the cause of Negro education. They criticized 
both the Negro radicals for filing the suit and the white dema- 
gogues for daring them to file it. A similar stand was taken by 
former Acting Governor Thompson. 

Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin said Atlanta Negroes have better 
schools than Decatur County white children. Then, unexpectedly, 
Griffin chided both the State Democratic Convention for popping 
off with idle threats of violating the law and also his fellow- 
townsman, Federal Judge A. B. Conger, for berating the conven- 
tion in political terms. 

The race issue was at the top of the news calendar all the 
week. Earlier, Governor Talmadge got into a row with the White 
House Conference for Youth by refusing to give Negroes repre- 
sentaffon on Georgia's 36-member delegation to Washington. 

All other states in the Union—including Georgia’s Southern 
neighbors—are sending Negroes as well as white leaders to this 
conference to make plans for improving the welfare of children. 


Raise Proposed An across-the-board salary raise for the 

thousands of State employes covered by 
the Merit System is being advocated by the Merit Board. The 
board is drafting a new wage scale to try to meet the competition 
of Federal agencies and private industries, and it will ask Gov- 
ernor Talmadge and the Legislature for funds. 

When the chips were down as to whether the Merit Board 
would stick behind its rule against a political candidate or political 
officeholder having a State job, the board backed away—it de- 
cided to let Rep. B. B. Mangum keep His Highway Department 
job while running for re-election. Chairman R. M. Walker, of 
Jesup, and Member Stanley Brooks, of McRae, said Mangum was 
“indispensable” with a shortage of engineers. New Member Cook 
Barwick, of Atlanta, feared making an exception to the rule 
against political activities would “open the floodgates to abuse.” 


Post for Harris Augusta Political Leader Roy Harris, who 

is responsible for some of the most pro- 
gressive legislation and yet some of the most demagogic state- 
ments in the State's history, is getting ready for appointment to 
his first State political post. He is slated to succeed Bill Morris, 
Augusta publisher, as a member of the of Regents in 
January. Harris has led the fight for the Mifimum Foundation 
Program for Education, which would improve both the common 
schools and the University System. He also was an author of the 
Democratic. convention resolution that stirred the Negroes into 
filing court action.

Get the Facts 


The Editors: Partial facts may be more mis- 
leading than ignorance. When the “average” 
reader of your paper is informed that great prog- 
ress is being made in expenditures for Negro 
schools he is not misinformed but is likely to 
infer, erroneously, that equalities in school facili- 
ties as between the races have been practically 
realized. ° 

Would it not have been desirable, in the 


statistical facts given your readers, to have men- 
tioned the following: In the public high schools 
of Atlanta, as of 1948-49, laboratory equipment 
was valued at $67.67 per white high school stu- 
dent; while per Negro high school student, it was 
$15.57. A year later, 1949-50, the camparative 
valuations were $71.07 and $18.31, respectively— 
nearly four times as much per white school stu- 
dent as per Negro student. With respect to audio- 
visual aids, 1949-50, the differences were similar: 
$3.15 per white high school student; 48 cents per 
Negro high school student—six and a half times 
as much per white high school student as per 
Negro high school student. 

In the matter of library books and other 
teaching aids, the differences in values as be- 
tween the races are significant. In the latest 
school year, the comparative values were: $12.98 
per white high school student; $5.06 per Negro 
high school student—a ratio of two and a half 
to one. In the elementary schools, discrimina- 
tions were much greater—$4.43 per white ele- 
mentary pupil and 79 cents per Negro elementary 
pupil. 

Whatever the decision of the courts—whether 
for or against segregation—it is important that 
we have all the relevant facts in the matter. 
We cannot solve the problem by merely pointing 
to evidence of improvement. We have deceived 
ourselves by that method too long.

The German editor says his people don't ask 
for arms but he doesn't like to think of his un- 
armed county being “devastated and then lib- 
erated.” The Austrian editor is convinced re- 
arming Germany would be paving the way for 
German aggression. 

The French editor, joking a little, shudders at 
the thought that an American soft drink would 
eve? replace wine on the French dinner table. 
The Turkish editor is gravely disturbed over the 
problém of alcoholism in his country and wel- 
comes the American product. 


Seme of the countries are overcrowded 
and housing is a problem. Yet the Australian 
editor talks heartily ef the great open spaces 
in his land and the rich inducements te get 
settiers—jobs for immigrants, free medicine 
and semisecialized medical care, bonuses for 
babies and child endowment plans under 
which the gevernment subsidizes baby- 
having and rearing. 


“You will eventually have a very much more 
widely developed national health scheme here,” 
he predicted sagely. “It is a part of civilization.” 

Together they present a picture of convivial 
newspapermen on an international junket. Sep- 
arately they make you wonder if peace isn't a 
far distant dream in a world so full of so many 
differences. 

A human being continues to be, as Christo- 
pher Morley once observed, a desert island with 
a high protective tariff.

What Is the Russian Game? 


NEW YORK-——What are the Russians up to? 


The fact that this question is 


asked on every side as the United Nations General Assembly gets down to its 
business here poses the great enigma of our confused and disturbed world. This 


has been so for the past five years at every international gathering. 
presents a puzzle that has been and is-still being discussed at every fireside. 


It likewise

asked with particular point at this meeting for the very obvious reason that, for 
the moment and on the surface, there appears to be a perceptible change in the Russian approach. 


This is being analyzed for a possible shift of strategy. 


From Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 


Vishinaky on down, the Russian delegation here is gregarious and extremely affable socially. 


They act like guests who are enjoying them- 
selves, uninhibited, at a big party. And in its 
public, official acts, at least in the preliminary 
stages, the delegation exhibits what, for Russians, 
could almost pass for moderation. 


This is in sharp contrast with the grim 
and vengeful spirit and the wild and reckless 
gestures so recently displayed by Jacob A. 
Malik te the Security Council, the UN's high- 
level body, and to an increasingly growing and 
irritated television audience. 


Maybe the Russians have got from their agents 
a sort of Hooper rating report on that exciting 
tefevision show and its effects. Yet, it seems 
hardly likely that it could be as simple as that 
at jeast with the Ruséians. It couldn't be, could 
it, that television, rather than the atom bomb, 
might change the course of history?” 

Of course, even an assumption at this early 
date that the Russians are acting differently is 
extremely risky. For at any time, maybe in the 
sixth or seventh inning of what is to be a pro- 
tracted game here, or perhaps even earlier, they 
might break forth like the New York Yankees, 
exploding all over-the place. Perhaps they are 
waiting on a change of signals or line-up from 
the Moscow dugout.

This 
is a new indoor sport for international diplomats 
and reporters. But maybe, like Dr. Gallup on 
oecasion, they can be very wrong. The change of 
approach—if that's what it is—can be alarming, 
too, which’ shows what we are up against with 
the Russians. 


To nervous diplomats, Mr. Vishinsky purring— 
very figuratively, of course—can be as ominous 
as Mr. Vishinsky scratching and meowing, which 
also shows how easy it is for diplomats to be 
thrown off base.

When, for the record and for propaganda pur- 
poses, he seized the occasion to reply to Secretary 
af State Acheson's very biting indictment of “the 
new imperialism” of Russia, he protested merely 
that Mr. Acheson was “rude.” Then he went on 
with only a rehash of Dis usual speech about us 
and the West, and much briefer and not at all 
tub-thumping. Significant to diplomatic observers 
was the fact that he offefed not a thing new for 
this occasion, as if Moscow had no new “line” 
yet. It was as if he had done a paste-up job 
of his old stuff, which is safe for a Russian. ~~ 


Some, however, saw a clue in that speech 
in his reference te our increased armament 
expenditures for ourselves and our Western 
European allies. He read our detailed budget 
figures which, of course, are public prop- 
erty, unlike those of Russia. 


This seemed to indicate a sensitivity to the 
West's new alertness, and may have been a hint 
that the Russians have, in fact, been sobered by 
defense preparations of the West as a result of 
Korea. Undoubtedly they were surprised and 
sobered at the way the United Nations, at our 
instance, acted quickly to conde and chal- 
lenge the North Korean aggression. To all of 
that, just now, is added the brightening of our 
prospects in Korea and the apparent turn of the 
tide against their North Korean stooges.

Anything To Get Votes 


Our ambidextrous President, “Mr. Truman, is playing politics 
with both hands. Until after November the Truman slogan is 
“Anything for votes.” He proves the fact by his refusal to press 
for necessary legislation now and by his yielding to bloc pressures. 

The most glaring pay-off Mr. Truman has made came when 
he demanded and received the resignation of Robert N. Denham 
as general counsel of the National Labor Relations Board. Mr. 
Denham had been found guilty by the union bosses of trying to 
enforce the Taft-Hartley Law without fear or favor. This put all 
the heap-big-chief unioneers on his trail and started them scream- 
ing for his scalp. 

First Mr. Truman tried to get rid of Mr. Denham by sending 
Congress a phony reorganization proposal that would have done 
away with the office Mr. Denham held. Then on Sept. 8, Mr. 
Truman met to dine in secret with about half a hundred of organ- 
ized labor’s big shots. While labor spokesmen deny with remark- 
able intemperance that Mr. Denbam’s sacrifice was arranged at 
the dinner, the fact remains that it came soon aftér. 

A short time earlier Mr. Truman had fed Louis Johnson to 
another set of lions. He appointed Johnson Secretary of Defense 
because the latter had rustled up a lot of campaign funds. He 
kept Johnson on as long as it seemed politically expedient. When 
it became clear that Johnson would lose a lot of votes this Fall, 
out he went. His lack of fitness for a vastly important post never 
seemed to matter. 

Mr. Truman’s inability or unwillingness to rise above the 
peanut phase of politics is no less than a tragedy for this country.

It did not occur to me that the stuff might be so potent as 
to affect people at more distant ranges. I hadn't realized that 
sniffing might occur by having. the fumes blown into one’s presence. 

Now there are ugly rumors going about to the effect that 
persons have been made ill by eating fruit from trees which were 
close by fields of cotton which were receiving regular sprayings 
by mechanical dusters. A child is said to have died from eating 
a maypop which had been poisoned along with the cotton. 


: That there is considerable substance to 
Some Evidence these rumors is attested by the fact that 
residents of cotton areas which had been poisoned regularly by 
airplane dusting have absorbed dangerous amounts of arsenic and 
have had to be detoxified by their physician.

Georgia’s Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde 


Until his death in 1824 nobody in War- 
renton dreamed that the kind and beloved 
school teacher and physician, “Dr. Bush,” 
was the famous inventor, David Bushnell! 
He had lived in Columbia and Warren 
Counties for 40 years. Financed by George 
Washington, he invented and built the 
first’ practical submarine. Designed for use 
against the British during the Revolution, it 
failed in its first attempt to sink a battle- 
ship, but blew up a schooner nearby. This 
was the first ship to be sunk by an under- 
water craft. The failure was due to the 
operator bécoming panic-stricken and run- 
ning away before he had his charge set. 
Bushnell, extremely downcast over the in-

cident, turned his attention to creating the 
first sea mine ever used. In these experi- 
ments, he proved that gunpowder could 
be made to explode under water—thought 
impossible until that time. His time clock 
for exploding bombs was probably the first 
to be used. At the end of the Revolution, 
he was Commander of West Point. Deeply 
depressed because of his failure to create 
the greatest killing instrument of all times, 
he quietly slipped away and came to Geor- 
gia where he spent his remaining years de- 
voting his life to the good of humanity! 
His children, when they received his large 
estate, were astounded, For 40 years, they 
had thought he was dead! They still lived 
in Westbrook, Conn., the city of his birth.

GLASS OF FASHION 


More Women Wear 
Corsets. Experts Say 


By MAYNITA GERRY 


Ancient Rome had its lion pits, Spain its Inquisition, 
England its quartering block and France its guillotine. 


But the most exquisite torture of 


all, up until not too 


many years ago, could be derived from a garment of cloth- 


ing known as the corset. 


It took quite a few years of 
study, research, and trial and 
error to put comfort into foun- 
dation garments, according to 
Betty Vincent, education director 
and fashion consultant for the 
Formfit Company. 

“But the fact that more women 
today are wearing foundation 
garments of some sort, than ever 
before, is 
achieved our aim,” gaid Mrs. 
Vincent, who is currently visit- 
ing in Atlanta to conduct a 
training school for corsetieres. 


“You can be sure,” said Mrs. 
Vincent, “that under the chic, 
sophisticated exterior of every 
well-dressed woman you see 
there is a foundation garment. 
We, of course, think,” she con- 
tinued, “that a woman should 
choose her corset or girdle as 
carefully as she does her suit or 
dress. By this, we mean that she 
should always, without excep- 
tion, be fitted by an expert cor- 
setiere. Because, first of all, no 
two figures are alike. Many 
women will probably be a 32, a 
34 or a 36, yet will vary accord- 
ing to height, anatomy and bone 
structure.” 

Basically, for purposes of ini- 
tial identification, there are four 
figure types: “Average,” which 
is ideal, “full,” “full hip” and 


| “straight hip.” In prorating these 


types among the women, it was 
found that 42 per cent have full 
hips, which carries its weight 
below the waisjine; 35 per cent 
are average, 15 per cent are full

favorite. 

In addition to catering to these 
basic figure types in all lengths 
and sizes, the corset people also 
must stay ahead of changing 
fashions, in both color and con- 
tour 

Along with the recent rise and 
fall of the neckline, the decline 
and return of the bustline. it also 
has been necessary for them to 
cope with a new line of under- 
garments for the newly fashion- 
conscious teen-ager, 

“There are something like 
eight million teen-agers in 
America today between the ages 
of 13 and 19, who are clamor- 
ing for bras and girdles,’ said 
Mrs. Vincent. 

“Naturally, we could not fit 
them in the garments designed 
for older, more mature figures,” 
she said. “So, after consulting 
with a panel of teen-agers to 
find out color preferences and 


establish a new size and figure- ‘ 


type scale, we launched into our 
newest and latest line of under- 
garments for the junior size.” 

But, whether a woman is 14 or 
40, tall, short or medium,. she 
can now demand and expect to 
receive a foundation garment 
that is not only proportionately 
right for her but also comfort- 
able. 

It is also reassuring to know 
that the corset people do not see 
at any time in the near future, a 
return to the boyish figure.

A man's face, bearing the scars of pain and cruelty, brightened 
when he added his signature to the scroll. He reached into his 
pocket and pulled out a crumpled dollar bill and gave it to the 
woman attendant. “Don't you want to know what this is all about, 
Sir?” she asked. The man shook his head. “I know very well what 
it is about,” he said. “I came here from Latvia.”
